2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant arguments are persuasive upon further review and consideration, so the 
examiner withdraws 35 U.S.C. 103 obvious rejections of claims 19-24, 27-31, 34-39. 
The applicant is corrected by stating that Mizutani fails to teach a keepalive signal as an 
empty Real-time Transport Protocol (RTP) packet. The closest prior art, Karol et al. (US 
7,463,652) states that a keepalive signal can be a Real-time Transport Control 
Protocol( RTCP) packets in VoIP network, but it too fails too teach a keepalive signal as 
an empty RTP packet.
